And What Have You

Shortages or inflation — that seems 
to be the choice facing this nation at 
the present time. And with the norm­ 
al bureaucratic bungling that our 
government seems to be so adept, we 
probably will end up with both. 
Already we are getting predictions 
of shortages ahead in foods and other 
agriculture products as a result of 
President Nixon’s current 
60-day 
price freeze. When a product won t 
bring as much as it costs to produce, 
then people just quit producing. 
Egg and broiler producers are 
cutting back production because of 
cost of feed and other expenses. 
There is talk of a pending milk 
shortage 
because of 
the 
sam e 
problems. 
With 
raw 
products 
and 
wages 
outside the price freeze it is not hard 
to see that we are going to be faced 
with major problems in the weeks and 
months ahead. The big question still 
unanswered is — where do we go I rom 
here? What is the next step? 
One does not have to study the 
problem very long to see that it will 
take someone with more wisdom than 
Solomon to straighten this mess out 
Inflation cannot just go unchecked 
but at the same time how do you 
freeze the economy without hurting 
major segments of it. At what point in 
time could you say that prices and 
wages could be rolled back to this 
level and no one would be hurt. 
Because of government bungling 
and many other factors that very few 
can understand, the American farm 
products have failed to keep pace 
with the American economy, and now 
that they have started to move into 
line they are being checked by the 
freeze. 
Must seem very strange indeed to 
the average farmer to find that just 
when his prices start going up to 
match the prices he has been paying 
for everything else, that this is in­ 
flationary and must be brought to a 
halt. 
And during all this time that the 
American people are trying to figur e 
out how to survive this battle oi 
shortages, inflation and freezes, our 
Congress is hard at work trying to 
come up with a 20 percent increase in 
the minimum wage and there is talk 
of raising the price of postage from 8 
to IO cents. 
And, if you think that inflation is 
just a problem for us here in America 
you are wrong. While our rate of 
inflation has been about 5 percent tor 
the past 12 months, the pace has been 
greater in other nations 
13 percent 
for Israel, 8 percent in Britain and 
Italy and 7 percent in France a n d 
West Germany. 
Prices may scare you when you go 
to the grocery store but check the 
prices of peaches in .Japan: 
lust 
peaches of the season went on sale iii 
Tokyo at the start of June. . .$15 for a 
box of 12. wholesale. Retail price. 
$2.25 to $2.65 per peach.

Of Cotton Nectar 


W hat do bees have against 
cotton blossoms? 
That's what 
scientists at 
the University of Arizona are 
trying to find out. 
And the reason they want 
to know is a good one: if bees 
would do the pollinating, h y ­ 
brid cotton would be coin 
mere tally feasible and might 
result in yield increases up 
to 25%. 
W hen confined 
in cages 
w ith cotton blossoms, the 
bees w ill almost starve be­ 
fo re co m p lyin g 
w ith

tempts to get them to cross- 
pollinate and aid in hybrid 
seed production. 
Already, it has been learn­ 
ed that bees swarm to some 
flowers and scorn others be­ 
cause of the presence or ab­ 
sence in the nectar of 13 basic 
sugars.
